The cominon^ea, especially in Hie earlier 
days of agricultural colleges, v/as-lfiat it was-.the business of 
these institutions fo turn put graduates capable of taking the 
places of the men on the farms and accomplishing many times 
what the farmers and their sons and hired men were able lo 
accomplish. 
To a certain extent this is done, but such grad- 


uates .are hot the chief output of the agricultural colleges by 
any mba'ns. 


The work of this institution is to investigate, experiment 


and teach. 
Aiid ils teaching is by no means confined to the 


students. 
It is broadening its work nil the time by extendng 


if.dirccjly to the farmers and their families. Aleetings are held 
every, year to which all are welcome, , and everything which 
.has been demonstrated to be of advantage loathe farmer is 
made plain. There is no interest of the farm, from the dairy 
to the bee hive, that is not given a'ficnlion, and every particle 
of knowledge acquired by the investigators is free lo all men. 
Men arc sent out from these colleges lo instruct in (he care of 
orcharhs, and in all ways they arc doing everything possblc to 
promote- the science of agriculture, for agriculture is a science 
whenjKopcrly studied andlpraclicccl. 
. Ana in addition (o what has been done in the past the ag- 
ricultural-colleges are now taking part in agricultural fairs, 
than which nothing could be more proper. At a recent fair in 
New England an agricultural college set up its tents and gave 
exhibitions and demonstrations that could not fail lo be of 
value to tjjose .who gave attention. There was judging and 
testing of cows, an exhibit of Hie most improved dairy uten- 
sils, art Exhibit of poultry, a presentation of Ihc best methods 
of farm management and a demonstration of jUic care and 
management of bees. Experts were on hand to explain every- 
thing a.id answer all questions, and the college's department 
was one of the most interesting and valuable features of the 
fair.
